winning battles,’’ he wrote in his Eighth 
Letter on History, “is to be measured by 
the utility that results from those 
victories.’’ When George I., leader of tho 
Whigs, ascended the throne Bolingbroke 
fied to France, and, though he was still a 
young man, his “ was over.” The 
rest of his life he spent in study and 
comparative seclusion, and,- though “ un- 
fortunate,’ as he told Swift, he was not 
“unhappy.” Mr. Whibley points © out 
that Bolingbroke’s study of history was 
in “the wise, easy manner of the age.” 
“Centuries were the unit of his obsérvation, not 
years, and, in painting the past as he saw it, 
he employed a large brush and vivid colours. Ino 
his eyes t history was no mére éclence to be 
pursued for its own sake. . . He regarded it 
as a rpc 4 in public and private tué. He 


would learn from the past how to interpret and 
conduct. the affairs of the present.” . 


This view of the uses oí history would 
not altogether satisfy the canons of the 
modern scientific historian, but there is 
much to be said fer it, and we suspect 
that it is the view held by Mr. Whibley 
himself. 

Nearly half of the author’s space is 
devoted to an admirable study of Disraeli, 
whom he shows us as an _ incorrigibly 
young man, who persistently saw life as a 
glittering pageant, and at the same time 
managed to through an immense 
amount of solid work. Disraeli’s estimate 
of the Irish character in 1868 may give us 
food for thought : ‘ 


_ “The Irishman is an imaginative being. He 
lives on an island in a damp climate, and con- 
tiguons to the melancholy ocean. There is no 
nation that leads eo monotonous a life as the’ Iris 

because their only occupation is the cultivation o 
the soil before them. hese men are discontented 
because they are not amused. The Irishman in 
other countries, when he has a fair field for his 
talents .in various eccupations, is equal, if not 
supcrior, to most races; and it is not the fault of 
the Government that there is not that variety of 
occupation in Ireland. L may say with frank- 
ness that I think it is the fault of the Irish. If 
they led that kind of life which would invite the 
introduction of capital into the country, all this 
ability might be utilised; and instead of these 
feelags which they acquire by brooding over the 
history of their country, a great part of which is 
merely traditionary, you would find men acquiring 
fortunes and arriving at conclusions’in polities 
entirely different from those which they now offer.”

CRIME AND DETECTION. 

Few people will confess to a liking for 
accounts of the misdeeds of their fellow- 
men; yet for most such reading matter 
has a very definite attraction.

TRIBUTE. 

\ special meeting of the Committee of 
\Mianagement of the National Children’s Hos- 
pital, Harcourt street, Dublin, was held 
vesterday, the Viscount Powerscourt presiding. 
Also present i— [, N. Edgeworth, Esq., D.L. ; 
Dr.. R. AS, Wayland, Sir Simon Maddock, 
William Ireland, Esq.; Dr. Trevor N. Smith, 
T.. Armstrong, Esq.; Dr.‘ Myles Keogh, 
U.D., aud Major Arthur Whewell. 

Lord Powerscourt, in the course of his 
remarks, said:—~A great calamity has befallen 
this institution. The father and founder of 
this hospital has passed away, and we, the 
Board of the hospital, have been left respon- 
sible as trustees for his great life’s work. 
We have’ to preserve faithfully this work of 
which he not only laid the foundation so well, 
but during his life-time saw as a great, werk- 
ing institution for the relief of the extreme 
poor, and more particularly for the helpless 
Sir Lambert Ormsby through- 
ot his long life never ceased to do good to 
others by relieving distress, and amongst his 
many achieyements there is no more valuable 
one than this hispital, for which to-day it ts 
our painful duty to elect his successor. In 
doing so. 1 would urge that special thought 
be directed as to the suitability of the can- 
didate with regard to the study of children. 

Children, to my mind, differ so widely from 
adults that a person who might fill the adult 
patient with hope and assurance might not be 
a suitable person when confronted with the 
mind of a child. Faith in the doctor plays 
such an important part towards recovery that 
I would urge that very spegval attention he 
given to the qualities of Sir Lambert's 
successor in this respect. Finally, our sad 


' duty to-day is to pass a resolution of sym- 


pathy with Lady Ormsby, who was intimately 
connected with this hospital for so many 
years, and with his family. 

The following resolution was then proposed 
by Lord Powerscourt, and seconded by Mr. 
Edgeworth, the members standing —

The annual cost of maintenance was, for 
hounds, £414,802. Of course, this does not 
include the vast sums expended for hunting

Ireland is £42,000. I have ro knowledge of 
the expenditure on hunters and hunt establish- 
ments in Ireland.

NEW SYSTEM OF ‘TAXATION 


DEMANDED. 


A meeting. of tle Council of the Irish 
Motor Agents’ Association was held in Dublin 
on the lst inst. Delegates were present from 
every part of the country, The following 
resolutions were passed :— 

“That this meeting, representative of the 
motor agents of the Irish Free State,  ex- 
presses its surprise and disappointment that 
the Government has not yet made any 
attempt to place road taxation on a rational 
and just basis. 

“That, inasmuch as some of the present 
Ministers admitted more than twelve months 
ago that the h.p. tax could not be defended 
in Ireland—where manufacturing interests 
have not to be censidered—the meeting con- 
siders that the time has now arrived when 
it should be drastically changed. 

“That, while the principle of imposing upon 
motorists special direct taxation not. applic- 
able to other classes of users is unreasonable 
and unfair, the motor users’ main grievance 
is against the present ridiculous ‘system, 
which takes no account of use, and is based 
entirely on the power of the car. 

“That we assure the Government of the 
willingness of the motor trade to assist in 
devising a scheme more suited tothe needs of 
the country, and that we request immediate 
action in the matter, so that the change may 
be effected at the end of the financial year.”

SHIP’S APPRENTICE FINED AT

| PLANT AND ANIMAL LIFE. 


x——— 
STRUGGLE KOR EXISTENCE BY 
SEA-SHORE. 


Under the auspices of the Royal Dublin 


| Seciety, the first of two lectures on ‘‘ Some 


Problems of Sea Shore Life’’ was delivered 
by Professor J. Bayley-Butler,-M.B.E., M.A., 
M.B., in the Royal College of Surgeons, 
Dublin, yesterday afternoon. 

The lecturer declared that his object was.to 
consider some of the problems of life con- 
fronting the animals and plants living along 
the sa ir sea shore. The conditions of life 
were varied and subject to continuous change ; 
high water and low water brought about dis- 
turbances which were of paramount ‘import- 
ance to the animal life which hung tenaciously 
on the rocks. In certain cases 3,000 of these 
minute living bodies clustered together in a 
single square foot of rock surface, and this 
exemplified the incessant competition for 
space which prevailed on the rock-bound 
coasts. 

Some of the more common creatures found 
along the sea shore were described by the 
lecturer. He spoke of the limpets, remark- 
able by reason of their peculiar method of 
feeding. The tongue was covered by many 
thousands of small teeth, and in attacking a 
sea-weed the animal rasped off tiny particles 
in the manner of filing a flat surface. 
Another peculiar. form of life described was 
the sea squirt, so named because, when 
touched, it squirts out water, sometimes with 
considerable force. The lecturer also ex- 
plained that crabs, being liable to have their 
legs broken by the rocks, were provided with 
such natural properties as to allow bleeding 


to stop, and accglerate the growth of new | 


limbs. 

Referr;jng to the formation of corals, Mr. 
Bailey-Butler corrected the commion theory 
that these are composed of minute living 
forms. Instead of possessing life, the coral 
particles are merely skeletons of plants and 
animals. A coral island grows in a circular 
fashion from the edges, and in the process of 
time a lagoon is formed in the centre, due to 
the weakening and deterioration of the matter 
which at first formed the foundation of the 
rowth. 

The lecture was interestingly illustrated by 
lantern slides,
